EDUCATED CONVICTS, 


Chat With an English Warder About 
Gentlemen “Lags.” E 


In the year 1879 a royal commiz- 
sion, presided over by Lord Kimber- 
ley, recommended that all first offen. 
ders shoakl be kept entirely apart 
from those who had been convicted 
more than once. 
| The advice was taken, and so the 
,‘‘star” class came into being, and 
| Portland became their prison home. 
Here all first offenders who are physi- 
cally capable of hard labor ara sent, 
and cons 
| larger number of well-born and well- 
| educated convicts than either Dart- 
) moor or Parkhurst. 
| According to a warder who has aorv- 
ed in both Portland and Dartmoor, 
the gentleman lag is either the Lest 
| or worst of prisoners, At Portland 
the first offender usually behaves well 
and gets full remission, und only two 
per cent. of the “star” class are re- 
convicted. “But,” added the warder, 
“if there’s one chap worse than an- 
other to handle, it is the educated 
lag who has gone absolutely to the 
bad and is beyond reform. It is their 
education that makes them so trouble. 
some. They are always up to some 
mischief, but are generally too clever 
to be caught.

“There was one of this sort in Dart- | 


moor who had originally been at a 
public school and @ university. He 
got into trouble at college, aind was 
sent to Canada. He came in for a 
little money, and was foolish enough 
to return to England, where he ran

He was convicted and sent to 
Portland for five years. As soon as 
he was out he was at his old games 
again, and when I knew him was 
serving his third term as an old lag 
in Dartmoor.

Whether he had 
made a speciality of prison law ce 
not, T do not know. e was up in 
every small point—knew more, prob- 
av.y, than the governor himeelf. In 
these days a convict has the right 
to complain to the governor or the 
doctor if he does not get ‘his rights,’ 
and to petition the Home Office al- 
most as often as he pleases. 

“Dp was always at this game. For 
instance, he seemed to know by in- 
stinet if his loaf of ‘tommy’ (whole. 
meal bread) was half an ounce short 
weight, and would complai: at once. 
_ Nothing was too tr.vial to make a song 
about, and if he could ony get soume- 
one into trouble he was happy. He 
is out at present, but we se dread 
his turning up again.

C.P,R. To Loan [loney to! 
Farmers 


J. S. Dennis, assistant to the 
president and head of the Canadian 
Pacific’s department of Natural re 
sources, returned on Tuesday after 
a conference with the executive at 
Montreal, as a result of which two 
important announcements hav e been 
made, 

Mr Dennis stated to the Herald 
that the new moves of the Canadian 
Pacific, by which 25 demonstration 
farms will be established and help 
extended to approved settlers, are 
regarded as the most important a- 
nouncements yet made in connec- 
tion with the company's coloniza- 
tion policy in the west, and will 
result in a greater influx of Ameri- 
settlers than ever before. The 
benefits are two-fold; not only will 
additional settlers be brought, but 
they will be taught the safest and 
most prodtable method of agricul- 
ture. 

‘*The time has come,” said Mr 
Dennis, ‘*‘when the Western Cana- 


dian farmer has to do more than 


raise grain. He must practice the 
highest form of mixed or diversi- 
fied farming. But he will not d 
this until it has been demonstrated 
that such a form of agriculture will 
pay the best profits. That will be 
the mission of the 25 new Canadian 
Pacific farms. The experts in 
charge will not only instruct far- 
mers as to the best crops to use in 
tilling their lauds intensively, but 
will keep strict account and demon- 
strate conclusively that mixed farm- 
ing means a much higher profit’ per 
acre than does straight grain grow- 
ing.” 

According to Mr Dennis, the 
company has adopted the policy of 
loaning approved settlers amounts 
up to $2,000 in improvements to 
their land, in order that a certain 
class of experienced American far- 
mers will be enabled to come to 
Canada. This class includes the 
farmer at present renting in the 
United States. He is possessed of 
machinery, live stock, and a fine 
knowledge of agriculture, but has 
not the wherewithal to improve raw 
land, though in most cases he has 
sufficient to purchase it. On his 
rented farm in the States he has a 
small chance of making anything 
but a bare living. In Western Can- 
ada he would soon have his land! 
paid for, and the loan pai.! back to 
the company. |

There has 
been an absence of the high winds 
which, with the early spring, in 
1910 did so much to take the mois- 
ture out of the soil. This year 
moisture is plentiful, and it will not 
require a very heavy rainfall during 
the three ensuing months to insure 
a big crop. 

The irrigation water will be turn- 
ed on at the Calgary headgates 
within a few days now. 

A number of non-residents Jand 
owners got their ground broke last 
year for the first time, and are seed- 
ing it to grain this spring, This 
will mean probably that there will 
be a much larger acreage under 
crop here than in the previous year, 
though a lot of the cro» is being 
disced in this season, the harvest 
‘aving been too late last year to per- 

“ ait of all the plowing being done. 

A number of carloads of settlers 
effects, wagons, horses, etc., 
have arrived within the past few 
days from the States, and these far- 
mers who have arrived are hurrying 
So as to get their seed in and par- 
ticipate in the big yields that are 
expected to make the 1912 a record 
one for the province. On the new 
ready-made farms the ground was 
plowed last fall, and is being seeded 
by the C.P.I.C., so that all the 
ready-made farmers will have to do 
for the present will be to watch it 
grow. Of course these farmers are 
expected to go largely in for mixed 
farming, and are receiving every 
encouragement from the Company 
to do so, so that they will have 
their hands full for some time to 
come.

Qccu- 
pants for the ready-made farms 
which are still to be filled will ar- 
rive at intervals during the next few 
weeks.

Possibilities for Industrial Ex- 
pansion in Wes‘ern 
Canada 


+ special article in the anne 
financial number of the Globe, toronta, 
on the possibility of manufacturing 
In the West showed that the Domin- 
fon census for 1911 will likely reveal 
& considerable development along in 
dustrial lines throughout the prairie 
provinces, particularly in Manitoba 

Industries in the West 

The writer in the Globe said: “At 
feast seven hundred separate industria) 
establishments will be shown to te 
ander operation in the three prairie 
provinces, and nearly two-thirds cf 
these seven hundred factories ad 
shops, it will be seen, are located ia 
Manitoba. Winnipee, alone, hae n-w 
between two hundred and fifty and 
three hundred successful operating 
plants. Saskatchewan, however, wil! 
hardly have a hundred industries al 
together, while Aiberta’s roll will con 
tain the names of nearly one hundred 
and seventy-five manufacturing in- 
stitutions. ri 

This means, that manufacturing at 
any rete is gaining slowly in the 
West; it means (oo that, at least 
there are possibilities for the further 
development of certain industries in 
that new country.” 

Abundance of Water Power 

Continuing, the writer said: “First 
you ask, are the possibilities for vary- 
ing the agricultural life of the West 
with manufacturers really great? 
There seems to be no doubt of it. In 
Manitoba there is a possible water 
power development of 495,000 horse 
power, and so far, there has been 
only 18,000 hcrse_ power turned to use, 
that having been neglected by the Win- 

electFic railway. The City of 
nipeg will have developed very 
shortly an additional 60,000 horse 
power. Saskatchewan is still richer 
in natural power than Manitoba, hav- 
ing stored up in her rivers 600,000 
horse power, none of which has been 
developed, but. a portion of which is 
now under way for the City of Saska- 
toon. Alberta is richest of all in 
“white coal,” as well as in black coalh 
having at her disposal 1,144,000 horse 
power, of which only 1,830 horse 
power has been supplied to any com- 
mercial end. 
Rich in Raw Materials 

In addition to these natural water 
powers, all three provinces have coal 
deposits of various grades, Alberta, of 
course, having the greatest wealth in 
this respect. Then there are materials 
Which are native to each particular 
province, such as gypsum, iron, clay 
and lumber in Manitoba; clay, lumber 
and flax fibre in Saskatchewan, and 
minerals in Alberta, Menufacturing 
as it exists now in the West is not 
based so much on the raw materials 
t hand as on those materials that 

ve to be shipped in, or in other 
words, on transportation, 

“There are certain obstacles, how- 
ever, to a natural and healthy indus- 
trial expansion in the West. Chief 

g which is the inadequate food 
pply and the consequent high cost 
of living. Other obstacles are high 
freight charges, on manufactured 
goods, and the obstructive legislation 
f st the so-called “extra-provincia! 
rporations.” 

. High Cost of Living 
' Dealing with the question of in- 
adequate food supplies, the Globe's 
contributor says: “A third great dis- 
advantage, that must be overcome ve- 
fore capital and labor will be directed | 
in any great volume towards manu- 
facturing in the West, is the inude 
quate food supply. HExpensive focd is+ 
really at the bottom of the big Wis 
tern revolt against the cost of living | 
which has of late assumed the form 
of an attack against the countrys tis 
cal system. it seems etrange that a 
fertile country like Western Canada 
does not supply itself with sufficient 
food to supp!y its own needs—that is 
if focd is io have a greater variety 
than the one staple product, wheat. 
The economics of the whole situation 
jn the West is that such articles as 
meats, poultry, eggs, butter, miik and 
cheese, all of which can be raised 
most plentifully and profitably, are 80 
scarce and expensive in many sections 
of the prairie that a high standard ia 
set, which has found its way into 
Fastern Canada and the increased 
cost of things has extended gradua ly 
into every depar'ment of our commer- 
celal life. Why should not the West, 
which is receiving the greatest ‘num- 


ber of the tillers ot the soil ‘hese

Since they 
have gone into dairying, especially in- 
to the production of cheese, they have

ORESS OF JAPANESE BRIDES 


White Worn for Part of the Cere- 
mony, But for a Strange Reason. 
Brides in Japan follow the same 

‘custom whic’. prevails in the Westera 

| world, that of wearing white at the 

| wedding ceremony, at least during a 

| part of it. But the significance at- 

‘tached to the choice of this color is 

quite different on the two sides of 

the world. 

The Japanese bride is dressed first 
jin resplerdent garments of white silk, 
| the sieeves of the costume usually 

being about three feet in length. 

while the sash, an important featur », 
measures about 11 feet in length. © 

But white, as the Oriental Rev ew 
expla'ns, is the mourning color in 
Japan, and the bride, leaving her 
parents’ house, considers herself dead 
in the sense that she will never re- 
turn alive, preferring death to di- 
voree, anc in consequence wearing a 
white costume. 

After the exchange of cups of 
sake with the bridegroom, which is 
the most important part of the wed- 
ding ceremony, the bridge changes 
{her costume to a red one. This is 
called iromaoshi (changing color). 
Red is supposed to have a purifying 
power, and perhaps clears the minds 
; of the parties of all association of 
meurning. 

This is the origin of the Japanese 
custom of using white costume at 
weddings, but many people in mod- 
ern Japan do not any longer have 
time to bother their heads with these 
questions of color, and simply go 
ahead and marry according to the ac- 
cepted custom, with no thought of 
what the colors signify. 


The Primitive Kubus. 

A people without any form of reli- 
gion, without superstition, devoid of 
any thought’ of the future state, has 
been found in the interior forests of 
Sumatra, according to Dr. Wilhelm 


Valez, the geologist of the University | 


of Breslau, who has made extensive 
journeys through the island. 

There he found the Kubus, as he 
named them, who are scarcely to be 
distinguished from the small manlike 
ape of the Indo-Malayan countries 
They are wanderers through the for- 
est seeking food; they have no pro- 
perty They are not hunters, but sim 
ply collectors.

} fare upon the smal! amount of animal 
life In their silent and sombre land. 
Tre only notion that Prof. Valez | 
could get from them of a difference 
hi tween a live and a dead person was 
that the dead do not breathe. He 
infers that they are immeasurably 
jnfer.or to the paleolithic man of Eu- 
rope, who fashioned tools and hunt- 
ed big game with his flint-tipped ar- 
row and knife. Intellectual atrophy 
is the result of the Kubus’ environ- 
ment. The words they know are al- 
most few as the ideas they try to 
express,-—London Globe.

TELEPHONY EXPERIMENTING. 


Invention Being Perfected by Which 
Telephone Users Will see Each 
Other. . : 

Though there are still many diffi- 
culties to be removed before seeing 
on the telephone ceases to be a prob- 


lem, the realization by no means 
seems to be very far ahead. 
Professor Rosing, of the Techno: | 


logical Institute of St. Petersburg, 
taking advan‘age of the light-impres- 
sibility of a photo-electric element 
discovered by him, has invented 
what he calls a “phos-telephonic” sys- 
tem (from the Greek word “phos,” 
meaning light), which is a remark- 
able approximation to the final ac- 
hievement. 

Two other scientists, Drs, Elster 
and Geitel have even gone a step 
further; for they have discovered an 
element which, apparently, is more 
susceptible to the 
light than Dv. Rosing’s “phos-elec- 
tric” element. Considering these facts 
it is not unreasonable to expect 
the last and crowning success within 
a comparatively short time. 

When a person stands before Pro- 
jfessor Rosing’s instrument and 
opens the circuit by taking the re- 
ceiver off the hcok, a small luminous 
pencil begins to draw his Hkeness on 
a dark screen, «and in the twinkling 
of an eye the work is complete. 

His visible counte:part is there, 
and is rapidly transmitted to the 
sight of the person with whom he is 
speaking.. So it is with the person 
at the other end; his image is traced 
on a screen and is transmitted to an- 
other small screen. 

How is this done? Two systems 
of mirrors are-moving in such a way 
as to cast the image upon the phos- 
electric element inside the transmit- 
ter. An ingeniously made vacuum 
tube sends out fine raye, not seen by 
the eye. 

These rays, falling on the screen, 
cause a certain part to appear very 
| bright—that part where the image is 
—and an electric current transmits 
the image to the screen of the sec- 
ond eprson, wherever that person 
may be. He sees the sudden bright- 
hess on the screen and also the life- 


impressions of 


the person to whom he is speaking. 

The manner in which the mirrors 
move must be taken into account. 
By their movement they cause the 
light on the screen to accord exactly 
with the lIght rays reflected from 
the speaker's body. The image is 
thus transferred by the mirrors to 
the phos-electric element, in which 
is thereby excited an electric cur- 
rent that carries the image to the 
screen of the second person. . 

All this is done instantaneously, 
and being continuously repeated, 
causes the photograph to remain on 
the screen until the speaker with- 
draws, in the same way as moving 
pictures are possible through the 
cinematograph. 

As the Rosing apparatus is yet in 
its imfancy, only very small objects 
can be seen with it, But, con-. 
sidering the idea behind the inven- 
tion, and in view of the favorable 
opinion of a celebrated expert, we 
may reasonably expect to have the 
final happy result at no distant date.
